Inter-American 
Peace Report 
Lashes Castro 


T iff with Communism, 
Hum an Rights Policy 
Denounced by Panel 


WASHINGTON (AP>-The Inter- 
Ameriean Peace Committee today 
denounced the Fidel Castro re­ 
gime’s ties with communism, sub­ 
versive activities, and violations 
of human rights. 
The report said these factors are 
the principal cause of internation­ 
al tension in the Americas and 
constitute ’’political aggressions.” 
‘‘Such acts represent attacks 
upon inter-American peace and se­ 
curity as well as on the sever 
eighty and political independence 
of the American states, and there­ 
fore constitute a serious violation 
of fundamental principles of the 
inter-American system,” it de­ 
clared. 
The peace committee is an 
autonomous body which functions 
through the Organisation of Amer­ 
ican States. It had been given the 
task of investigating charges by 
toe 
Peruvian 
government 
that 
Cuba was engaged in an effort to 
promote subversive activities in 
the Americas and that it had sys­ 
tematically violated the rights of 
its own citizens. 
The report was approved unani­ 
mously by the five members of 
the committee—El Salvador, Uru­ 
guay, Colombia, Venezuela and 
the United States. It will be sub­ 
mitted to the Jan. 22 foreign min­ 
isters conference at Punta del 
Esto, Uruguay. 
la support of its conclusion that 
"the present government of Cuba 
has tied itself to the Sino-Soviet 
bloc” and ’’has separated Itself 
from the inter-American system 
and repudiated obligations and 
commitments stipulated in other 
instruments on which the system 
is based,” the report cites: 
1. Castro’s own statement last 
Dec. I, that he is “a Marxist- 
Leninist and I shall be one until 
the last day of my life.” 
2. A speech by President Osval- 
do Porticos, who said last Sep­ 
tember in Moscow that Cuba has 
“taken the route of socialism and 
there win be no force capable of 
making us retreat.” 
$. The building in Cuba of a 
tingle “monolithic party based on 
the Soviet model” and “which 
henceforth will control all the bod­ 
ies of the Cuban state.” 
4. Cuba’s avowed identity of po­ 
sition with the Soviet Union on 
international questions. 
I. “The acceptance of the Cuban 
government of the offer of mili­ 
tary aid made by the Soviet Un­ 
ion,” particularly a Soviet offer to 
ald Cuba with rockets in ease of

The committee said Cuba Is en­ 
gaged in an unceasing campaign 
of propaganda, through radio and 
printed matter, aimed “ at defam­ 
ing the government* of the other 
countries of the hemisphere, and 
even inciting violent subversion of 
legally constituted regimes.” 
The group added that it has re­ 
ceived information from various 
governments “that the repeated 
and numerous trips to Cuba of 
citizens belonging to Communist of 
extreme leftist political groups 
have been for the purpose of in­ 
structing the said citizens in typi­ 
cal methods ti subversive activi­ 
ty.” 
Further, the report said, “in 
aome countries the intervention 
and direct participation of Cuban 
diplomatic agents In their internal 
affairs has been revealed.” 
With regard to human right* vi­ 
olation*. the committee noted sum­ 
mary executions of persons sc­ 
rewed

counter-revolutionary 
crimes, travel restrictions on Cu­ 
ban citizen*, lack of freedom of 
expression, lack of religious free 
dom and violations of the conven­ 
tion on political asylum.

seriation of Blue Shield Plans 
said the Blue Shield program will 
pay the full cost of medical-sur 
gical services for a single person 
over 65 with an annual income 
of $2,500 or less and for a bus 
band and wife with combined in 
come of $4,000 or less. 
He said enrollees with income 
above these limits could be sub 
ject to an additional charge at 
the discretion of the individual 
physician. 
The cheaper monthly charge for 
Blue Shield is made possible, 
plan spokesman said, by the will 
ingness of physicians to lower 
their fees for the aged. This a1 
ready is being done in several 
Blue Shield plans covering the 
aged, he said. 
Castellucci said the plan would 
provide payments for anesthesia 
radiation treatments, X ray exam 
inations and laboratory testa and 
pathology services, in addition to 
surgery, whether performed in 
hospital or licensed nursing home 
The extent al coverage for doc 
tors’ visits in a hospital or nurs 
ing home has not been decided 
Castellucci said, but the program 
expects to provide no fewer than 
30 visits and maybe as many 
as 70.

Indonesian 
Ex-Premier 
Is Arrested 


JAKARTA, Indonesia (AP) — 
Former Premier Sutai Sjahrir, n 
pioneer in Indonesia’s struggle for 
independence, has been arrested 
along with a dozen other leaders 
of dissolved political parties, in­ 
formed sources said today. 
The arrest of Dr. Sjahrir, for­ 
mer Foreign Minister Mohammed 
Roem and others took place early 
Tuesday, apparently on orders 
from President Sukarno, sources 
said. 
All those reported taken into 
custody were leaders or associ­ 
ates of the Socialist party or the 
right-wing Masjumi Moslem par­ 
ty. 
There was speculation that th* 
arrests were due to political ten­ 
sion in the country generated by 
the clash with the Netherlands 
over West New Guinea. 
Sjahrir, e leader of the now- 
dissolved Socialist party, was pre­ 
mier of the unrecognized Indone­ 
sian republic from 1945 to 1247, 
during the first two years of its 
fight for independence from the 
Dutch. He had been mostly out 
of public life since the nation be­ 
came independent in 1949. 
Both the Masjumi and the So­ 
cialist party had bitterly opposed 
Sukarno’s 
“guided democracy” 
government until he banned them 
on August 17, 1960.

Budget Surplus

The fate of the postal rate re 
quest, which has been shelved 
three years running, also will 
have a major impact on the 
budget. Without higher rates (in­ 
cluding a 5-cent tetter charge) to 
add to the anticipated big in­ 
crease in tax collections, Kenne­ 
dy’s 
envisioned 
surplus 
would 
evaporate—barring major econo­ 
my moves in other areas. 
Many congressional Republicans 
— and some Democrats — were 
ready to demand greater economy 
and a bigger surplus in order to 
whittle down the record national 
debt, now nudging the $298 billion 
ceiling. 
Anticipating this, Kennedy said 
a $463 million surplus would re­ 
flect “the best national policy.” 
He said deficit spending might 
surplus ‘‘could risk choking off 
surplus ‘‘ould risk choking off 
economic recovery and contribut­ 
ing to a premature downturn.” 
A surplus as small as the one 
forecast by Kennedy would rep­ 
resent a big change from the in­ 
dicated budget results for the cur­ 
rent fiscal year which ends June 
30. Kennedy said the current-year 
outlook is for spending of $89.1 
billion, revenues of $82.1 billion 
and a deficit of $7 billion. 
Defending in advance his pro­ 
posed spending increases, Kenne­ 
dy said all new ideas for addi­ 
tional outlays were reviewed in 
accord with “strict standards of 
urgency.” He said that, in the 
name of economy, “ many desira­ 
ble new projects and activities are 
being deferred.” 
Even the defense program felt 
the economy ax. The Pentagon 
was allotted $48.3 billion for milil 
ion over current levels, it was 
well below the combined requests 
qf the separate services. 
Incidentally, the military budg­ 
et was recast this year to lump 
items according to various mis­ 
sions rather than by separate 
services. Because of this “unifi 
cation” move, it was impossible 
to extract totals for the Army, 
Navy and Air Force. 
In addition to Pentagon spend 
lng, $2.9 billion was earmarked 
for the atomic energy program, 
$1.4 billion for arms aid and $100 
million for other defense-related 
activities. Thus total defense out­ 
lays were budgeted at $52.7 bil­ 
lion, or 57 per cent of all federal 
spending. 
The military billions will pro­ 
vide, among other things, for two 
more Army divisions (making a 
total of 16), a start on six more 
Polaris 
submarines, 
additional 
bombers and fighters and more 
missiles of all types. At the same 
time, the total number of men 
under arms would be slated to 
drop from 2,825,000 next June 30 
to 2,684,000 a year later. 
Planned space spending of $2.4 
billion in fiscal 1963 would include 
nearly $1.2 billion for manned 
space flights, including “ some of 
long duration.” The amount ear­ 
marked for manned forays would 
be up $700 million over this year’s 
total. 
Other significant increases were 
indicated for interest on the na­ 
tional debt (up $400 million to $9.4 
billion), health, labor and welfare 
programs (up $400 to $5.1 billion), 
and education activities (up $400 
million to $1.5 billion). Outlays for 
natural resource programs would 
be boosted by $200 million to a 
record $2.3 billion.

such fields as agriculture (if the 
new farm bill, not yet detailed, 
is enacted), commerce and trans­ 
portation (down $400 million to 
$2.5 billion) and veterans benefits

So the night I went to hear the 
W alkuere. they had a real G erm an 
Wotan, with all the m uscles and 
stom ach that is required for such 
a ch aracter but a bug got him and 
his v o i c e was not w hat it should 
have been —

Minor Change 


N C A A Chieftains Fail 
To Alter Sub Law; 
Piling-on Is Curbed 


MIAMI 
BEACH, Fla.

The rules of college football got 
a minor touchup but no major 
alterations this year from the 
NCAA 
rules 
committee, 
which 
keyed its efforts toward curbing 
injuries. 
Fritz Crisler, form er Michigan 
the existing substitution rule after 
considering coaches’ requests for 
permission to use as many as 
three “ wild card” subs. 
Fritz Crisler, form er michigan 
coach who served as acting chair 
man, 
said 
he 
believed 
most 
coaches would find the commit­ 
tee’s actions acceptable. 
“ The small colleges favor one 
rule, the universities like anoth­ 
e r,” Crisler said. “ I think, how­ 
ever, the majority do not want 
free, unlimited, unrestricted sub­ 
stitution.’ 
The committee 
adjourned 
its 
three-day 
annual 
meeting after 
holding a special session Wednes 
day night to consider the substi­ 
tution rule. 
One other action came out of 
the night session, however—a de 
cision to request stricter enforce 
ment of a rule against piling on 
a tackled player. 
The committee left unchanged 
the regulations governing player 
equipment. It said that before 
changes are authorized, a thor­ 
ough assessm ent should be made 
of numerous player-injury 
sur­ 
veys now under way or com­ 
pleted. 
Crisler said the chairm an of the 
NCAA injury committee, Ernie 
McCoy of Penn State, will be 
asked to survey all studies on 
football 
injuries, 
including 
one 
done by the Army, one by Cornell 
and Michigan and others. 
More 
rigid 
enforcement 
was 
asked of rules against clipping, 
and words or signals that would 
rattle a team preparing to put 
the ball in play. 
The penalty for illegal shift was 
reduced from 15 to 5 yards to 
m ake it equal to the illegal mo­ 
tion penalty. 
A team kicking the ball will be 
authorized to touch it within the 
opponents’ 10-yard line and make 
it dead. Previously, such action 
was ruled a touchback and the 
ball was brought out to the 20. 
The committee boosted from 5 
to 15 yards the penalty for vio 
lating a rule that a forward pass 
or place kick held by an opponent 
cannot be kicked. 
The committee retained the col 
lege rule that a visiting team has 
to change jerseys if need be to 
contrast with the home team , but 
decreed that in high school foot­ 
ball the home team must make 
the change. Form erly the change 
was obligatory on visiting team s 
of high schools as well as col­ 
leges.

NEW YORK (AP)—Ten cash- 
winning contestants on rigged TV 
quiz shows, including Charles Van 
Doren, have pleaded guilty to 
perjury charges and were given 
suspended sentences. 
Their pleas constituted admis­ 
sion that they had been coached 
in answering the television quiz 
questions. 
Justice Edward F. Breslin, ad­ 
judging them repentant and say­ 
ing that they already had been 
deeply punished by humiliation, 
suspended sentence. 
Van Doren, who won $129,000 on 
the now defunct TV program, 
"Twenty-One," was the first to 
switch his plea to guilty to a sec­ 
ond-degree perjury charge, admit­ 
ting that he lied to a grand jury 
probing the affair. 
Van Doren, 35, is the son of the 
noted poet and writer, Mark Van 
Doren. He lost his job as a Colum­ 
bia University instructor after the 
quiz show hoax was exposed in 
1959.

Henry Bloom garden, 31, a young 
medical research consultant who 
won $98,500 on "Twenty-One."

Richard Klein, 41, an adminis­ 
trator of Brooklyn, who won $1,000 
on "Twenty-One." 
Neil S. Wolf, 22, of Hoboken, 
N J., a student who son $13,000 on 
Tic Tse Dough.
